Confederation and Customs Tariflis. 
Although the Terms of TJoion agreed 
upon at Ottawa havo not yet been offi- 
cially promalgatod, enough is kaown 
regarding them to justify the asBump- 
tion that Confederation is no longer a 
quoBtion of tertna. It ia, inj?i[!i^y»only 
a queBlion of time; and we do not see 
very well why the formal admisaion of 
British Colambia should be delayed be- 
yond next Dominion Day. Such woald 
not bo an inappropriate day to Eoloct 
for BO interesting a ceremopy; and iboro 
are substantial reasons why union 
should bo coincident with tho com- 
mencement of the Federal fiaoul year. 
Let no one iufor that wo undorvaluo 
the important question of terms in an 
eager desire for union. Tho terms are 
fixed; and they are so good that it is 
morally certain thoy will meet with 
ready accoptnnco at the hands of tlio 
people of British Columbia. Tho terms 
agreed upon at Ollawa are really more 
favorable to British Columbia than 
those sent to Ottawa, Tlie assortiou 
may seem bold— extruTagant; yet it is 
made advisedly, and the publication of 
the terms will fully justify it. Tho 
terms are In reality more favorable in a 
financial point of view. Tbey are more 
favorable in that they place within tho 
immediate reach of the people tho ines. 
timable boon of eelf-govornment. They 
are more favorable, inasmuch as thuy 
g|ve the people the choice of Customs 
tariffs. Thus, then, there arc only two 
open questions, neither of which can in 
any degree interfere with the progrefis 
of the main question of union. Tho 
people, or any portion of them, can no 
longer say that they will not have Con- 
federation unless it shall bo accompaii' 
ied by Eesponniblo Government; for it 
is to be left to the free choice of tho 
pooplo whether they shall have Re- 
spoDsible Government with Confedera- 
tion; The people, or. auy portion of 
thorn, can tio longer say that they will 
not accept Confederation nnlosB per- 
misaion be granted to retain the present 
tariff of Customs— for choice of tariffs 
will also be submitted to them. Thus, 
the terms being unexceptionably good, 
aad these two questiODB, which alone 
threatened to involve the main qnestion 
in any doubt, having been so arranged 
BB to present no possible dilEculty.wecon' 
ceive ourselves to be fully juaiified in 
dealing with Confederation as something 
certain to take place. And, if such a 
degree of certainty exiMs, wo think it is 
■afp to go a step further and affirm 
that the sooner union takes place tho 
better. This must appear on reflection 
Confodeiation is to bring in its immedi- 
ate train certain material advantages, 
of which tho Railway and fortnightly 
oommnnicaiion with San Francisco by 
Bteamships may, perhaps, be regarded 
as the chief. Taking the greater Grst, 
it bus been ogreetl by the Canftdlan 
Government tliai in the first year after 
union the uocesBary surveys for the rail- 
way shall be made, and that in the 

. geoond year work shall commence. 
'This being the case, it follows that the 

■■ sooner union takes place tho socnor will 
this great work, which is to iniusc fresh 
capital, fresh population and now life 
into the oolonj, ba commenced ; and it 
ia equally obvious that every month's 
delay in completing union is a month's 
delay in commencing the railway.

candor and, wo trust, clearness, stated 
the casn, it is proposed to devote u 
little consideration to the two subjects 
which it bus been seen are to bo very 
Boon presented to the people for ihoir 
free and intelligent choice ; for it will 
at onco appear that if tho voters at tho 
next election are to say whether tlioy 
prefer to havo Responsible Government 
Bimultanoously with union, and whether 
they desire to retain the exi-ting Cus- 
toms tariff uftor uuion, it boc;o,ro3 a 
matter of no little importance that these 
two isHues should, moaowh.le. bo 
thorouably ventilated. Upon the quos- 
tion of Responsible Government wo 
imuKine it will be uDnecessury to oiler 
anv lengthened remarks. The subject 
bas already been so much diBCUssed. and 
tbo minds of tho people must be so luN 
Iv made up upon it that any. disoussion 
thereon at the present time would al- 
most appear, to be a work of suporero- 
cation Whatever differeuce of opinion 
might bavo existed us to the (losir.ibiliiy 
of investing the people of British Columbia 
with full powi rs of Holl-goverumont, us a 
Boparato and distinct, odloiry of the 
British Crown, we incline to tbo belief 
that, no difference of opinion can exist 
respecting the desirability of^aoc- rding 
to British Columbia, as a Province ol 
the Dominion, the same power to man- 
ace its own local nil'airs as is possessisd 
by tho other Provinces. Wo havo seen 
liesponsiblo Government eiigraltcd upon 
Manitoba, while yet in its gristle state 
as a colony. It is soorcely conceivable 
that the comporatively old and expori- 

"ini.fi'i coloi.lslB on tho Paeiliu would bo 
nonlent with loss political power to 
..n.n fheir local affairs than is on- 
" c?bv all the other ProvlnooB and 
bTiust been con/erred upon the people 
it ianitoba. SeU-respeot, it not self- 
tatewBi, would lorbld our poceptance ol 



any less liberal constitution than those 
possessed by the other Provinoos. It 
may, therefore, safely be assumed that 
tho people of British Columbia no longer 
need lo bo educated up to the political 
slaodard of eelf-govornment. But, in 
so far as the tariff question is concerned, 
we are disposed to think that the case is 
far otherwiso. It is desirable that tho 
public miud should bo made aa, familiar 
aSfpoBsible'Witb'tbe'preoise nathre and 
conditions of the 'Choice about to bo 
submitted^ na well as with the rcBulta 
likely to flow therefrom. Wo shiU, 
theroforo, have to roservo for a future 
article tho discussion of a sul joct for 
which there ia no room loft in the present.
